The Service, which commenced at 11.30 
o'clock, was choral, and opened with the 
processional hymn, “The Church’s One 
Foundation.”

THE SERMON. 

The Rev. Owen 8. B. Clarendon, 
B.D., Vicar of Iffley, Oxford, the special 
preacher, took as his text, Psalm Ixxxvu., 1: 
“Her foundations are upon the holy hills.”’ 
He said that it was happy and, he was sure, 
not an undesigned coincidence—that day and 
that great Service that they were taking part 
in. St. Patrick’s Day, the Diocese of Royal 
Meath, and Tara, the city of the kings, spoke 
to them not of a dead past, but of a present 
reality; spoke to them, the children of 
Patrick, inheritors of the ancient faith, of 
the Isle of Saints, in the land that his sacred 
feet had trod. The Church of Ireland was 
dear to them as the Church of their baptism, 
confirmation, first Communion, and, to most 
of those before him, as their homé@ of grace— 
their portion in the city of God. God was 
in the midst of her; God would help her in 
the future as in the historic past; God was 
her refuge and strength—* Her foundations 
are upon the holy hills.”’ 

They were met that day in that Pimatial 
Cathedral of All Ireland to take part in the 
consecration of yet another Bishop of Meath, 
to carry on the traditions of the past in the 
light of the past, in the light of the present, 
and in the hope of the future. Once again 
there came from Ulster a faithful priest to 
carry on the work of the historic Episcopate 
in the ancient Kingdom of Meath, to tend the 
undying flame of the Gospel of life on Tara’s

9 A GREAT RESPONSIBILITY. — 

Addressing the Bishop-elect, he said :— 
“ My brother and life-long friend, go is 
your responsibility to courageously build upon 
those ancient and divine foundations, to 
build up the walls of the City of God, 
so that your work shall last, and that you 
shall have a share in the strengthening of 
the Holy City, against whose defences the 
gates of hell shall not prevail. A great—aye, 
an awful—responsibility is yours. But if the 
burden is heavy and the responsibility great, 
greater still is the divine help, and God’s 
strength will be perfected in human weak- 


ness, and the everlasting hands will hold you 


up. 

tt Remember, my brother, to your exceed- 
ing comfort, that you are called of God to 
this high office in His Church, and He Who 
has thus called you will give you absolutely 
of His abiding grace, il that grace is all- 
sufficient for your every need. This day, 
the most momentous in all your life, is the 
day of an outpouring from on high of yet 
another Pentecostal gift, bestowed upon you 
through the laying-on of hands in this great 
Service of consecration. God truly is with 
you, aye, within you, and the love of your 
brother man surrounds you. The love and 
prayers of your dearest and your best, and 
the affection of the many who have found :n 
you a friend and helper in the hour of need— 
these are yours on this great day. 

‘‘And soon, as you go to your diocese and 
enter Royal Meath, may the great Patrick’s 
aspirations be your own, to your exceeding 
comfort.”’ The message of the Psalmist, 
the preacher continued, was not only for 
the chief pastors of the Church, but for all, 
however humble their position or hidden their 
work. They all needed encouragement. and 
help in their daily struggle and constant 
warfare—in all that, while it so sorely tried 
them, was yet the very making of them, 
and the encouraging thought was that they 
were all members and citizens of the City of 
God, fellow-citizens with the Saints, and of 
the household of God. Dangers might 
threaten, but the Holy City was secure he. 
cause of its foundation, and each citizen in 
his daily warfare was sure of divine help, 
and, if faithful, of victory. They were 
called by God to a high destiny, and should 
strive to make their calling and election 
sure,

Subsequent to 
the appropriate prayers and the _ usual 
examination of the Bishop-elect, as laid down 
in the Book of Common Prayer, ‘‘Veni Creator 
Spiritus’’ was sung, and the Primate and the 
five bishops who were present laid their 
hands upon the head of the eiected Bishop, 
who knelt before them, the Primate con- 
secrating him, and afterwards delivering to 
him the Bible, with the prescribed charge. . 

The ceremony of consecration having been 
completed, the Communion Service was pro- 
ceeded with, the newly consecrated Bishop, 
with the others, taking part. 

The Benediction was pronounced by the

At the“conclusion of the Service the new
